Dear  Mr.  O'Brien, 

I  welcome  this  opportunity  to  endorse  the 
plan  for  an  Episcopal  College  Student  Center 
at  Duke  University. 

I  know  how  carefully  this  project  has  been 
studied  by  yourself  and  other  responsible  dioc- 
esan authorities.  The  proposed  site  for  the 
building  is,  I  think,  an  ideal  location,  easily 
accessible  to  the  dormitories  on  both  campuses 
and  to  many  faculty  homes.  The  plans  you 
showed  me  enable  me  to  visualize  the  Center 
with  its  attractive,  modern  facilities  which  are 
so  perfectly  adapted  to  the  interests  and  activi- 
ties of  college  life. 

May  I  commend  this  project,  without  reser- 
vation, to  all  who  value,  and  would  like  to  share 
in  the  serious  effort  the  Episcopal  Church  is 
making  to  provide  wise  and  mature  direction  to 
a  procession  of  youth  that  is  now  in  the  process 
of  disciplining  itself  for  the  freedoms  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  life.

Among  the  5,180  students  enrolled  in 
Duke  University,  1955-1956,  were  567  Epis- 
copalians and  31  more  were  on  the  faculty, 
making  us  the  third  largest  group  on 
campus.

The  Church's  task  is  to  assist  these 
young  people  to  maintain  unbroken  associ- 
ation with  Christian  worship  and  teaching. 

For  fifteen  years  an  Episcopal  Chaplain 
has  ministered  to  the  Episcopalians  at  Duke 
University,  using  rooms  in  university  build- 
ings for  worship  and  social  affairs.  While  we 
are  grateful  to  Duke  University  for  the  use 
of  these  rooms,  an  Episcopal  Student  Cen- 
ter is  needed  so  that  our  Church  may  more 
readily  and  eflfectively  serve  the  Episcopal 
students  and  faculty. 
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Why  an  Episcopal  Student  Center? 

An  Episcopal  Student  Center  will  bring 
our  work  together  in  one  building,  and  give 
us    a    permanent    place    on 
campus.  Student  generations 
pass  quickly,  but  to  each  class 
the  Center  will  be  a  home 
rooted    in   the   heritage   and 
communion  of  the  Church. 
In  the  college  classroom  the 
student  focuses  scholarly  in- 
quiry on  the  foundations  of  his  life  and  the 
world  about  him,  and  in  these  years  of  study 
he  establishes  habits  of  thought  and  life. 
The  Church's  task  is  to  help  the  student  in 
his  search  for  himself  and  for  truth.     In 
these  critical  years  the  student  is  aided  in 
deepening  his  understanding  of  Christian 
thought  begun  in  his  local  parish. 


"A  Part  of  the  Main  .  .  /' 

The  Duke  University  Episcopal  Student 
Fellowship  is  not  an  island  separated  from 
the  Church.  In  1955-1956,  our  students 
came  from  243  parishes  in  51  dioceses 
of  our  Church.  We  also 
had  students  from  the 
Church  in  New  Zealand, 
Canada  and  England.  Usu- 
ally only  one  or  two  stu- 
dents come  from  each  par- 
ish, and  this  wide  repre- 
sentation from  many  congregations,  large 
and  small,  places  an  immeasurable  value 
on  the  work  of  the  Duke  Episcopal  Center. 


To  the  Episcopal  Church,  Duke  Uni- 
versity has  made  a  contribution,  because 
many  of  our  clergy  received  their  undergrad- 
uate education  here.  This  has  been  true  in 
the  past  and  it  is  true  today.  In  1955-1956, 
we  had  fifteen  undergraduate  students  who 
were  looking  toward  the  Episcopal  ministry.

Among  churchmen 
who  have  received  part  of  their  education  at 
Duke  University  are:  The  Rt.  Rev.  C. 
Alfred  Cole,  Bishop  of  Upper  South  Caro- 
lina; The  Very  Rev.  Ray  Holder,  Dean  of 
the  Episcopal  Theological  Seminary  in  Lex- 
ington, Kentucky;  The  Rev.  Franklin  W. 
Young,  Professor  of  New  Testament  in  the 
Episcopal  Theological  School  of  the  South- 
west, Austin,  Texas. 


PROPOSED  DUKE  EPISCC 


This  building  will  be  situated  on  an  at- 
tractive lot  which  Duke  University  has  of- 
fered to  lease.  The  term  of  the  lease  is  fifty 
years  and  it  is  subject  to  renewal.  This  lot 
is  located  just  off  Myrtle  Drive,  half  way 
between  the  Woman's  College  campus  and 
the  Men's  campus.  It  is  within  walking  dis- 
tance of  Hanes  House  (the  Nurses'  Home) 
and  the  Men's  Graduate  Center.  On  ad- 
joining lots  several  denominations  are  plan- 
ning to  build.  The  Methodist  Student  Cen- 
ter is  under  construction  this  summer 
(1956)  and  the  Quakers  have  just  com- 
pleted their  building.  Presbyterian  and  Bap- 
tist leaders  have  indicated  their  interest  to 
build  shortly.  These  student  religious  cen- 
ters will  be  attractive  gathering  places  for  all 
the  students  of  Duke  University.  With  the 
Duke  Episcopal  Center,  the  Episcopal 
heritage  will  be  more  adequately  represented 
on  campus.

The  estimated  cost  of  the  building  is 
$50,000.  Three  of  the  rooms,  the  General 
Purpose  Room,  the  Chapel,  and  the  Ofhce- 
Library  would  make  attractive  memorials. 
These  rooms  could  be  designated  memorials 
for  one-fourth  unit  cost,  and  a  bronze  plaque 
of  the  memorial  would  be  placed  in  the 
room.

What  goes  on  inside  .  .  . 

On  each  Sunday  and  Holy  Day 
the  student  congregation  cele- 
brates the  Lord's  Supper.  In  Fresh- 
man week,  the  entering  class  meets 
for  corporate  communion  and 
breakfast.  Other  worship  includes 
Evening  Prayer,  read  by  students, 
each  Sunday  at  six,  followed  by  the 
meeting  of  Canterbury  Club  .  .  .  Our  main 
room  is  adapted  to  parties  and  dancing  and 
other  activities  such  as  group  singing.  Then 
there  are  quiet  evenings  for  good  talk  and 
listening  to  records  or  playing  games.  A 
folding  door  separates  the  altar  from  the 
room  on  such  occasions  .  .  .  There  is  a  small 
chapel  for  private  prayer  and  meditation  and 
for  mid-week  services  ...  A 
library  meets  the  intellectual 
needs  of  both  faculty  and  stu- 
dents and  of  inquirers  about 
the  church.

,  .  .  .  A  word  from  Bishop  Baker 

If  it  were  discovered  that  600  Episcopalians  were 
gathered  in  one  place  available  for  the  ministrations 
of  the  Church,  it  would  be  front  page  news  in  the 
Diocesan  Paper.  The  Diocese  would  be  challenged 
to  carry  out  plans  for  the  orderly  ministry  of  the 
Church  to  this  sizable  group  of  God's  Children. 

This  is  exactly  what  we  have  on  the  campus  of 
Duke  University.  The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  is  moving  to  meet  this  wonderful  oppor- 
tunity. For  many  years  we  have  had  a  clergyman 
assigned  to  the  task.  The  next  step  is  the  erection 
of  a  Student  Center  for  our  work.  This  is  approved 
procedure  in  College  Work  as  developed  over  a  long 
period  of  testing. 

There  is  no  field  where  we  face  a  greater  responsi- 
bility. These  university  trained  people  are  the  future 
leaders  of  our  communities  and  we  must  have  them 
in  the  church.  From  the  college  age  group  come 
men  and  women  for  full-time  leadership  in  the 
Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  O'Brien  is  well  qualified  to  do 
this  work.  His  congregation  consists  of  many  whose 
position  in  the  academic  community  is  the  highest. 

Every  circumstance  is  conducive  to  success  ex- 
cept that  we  do  not  have  the  Student  Center.  Your 
prayers,  your  support  and  your  encouragement  are 
needed.
